A BANKER'S LIFE.

GETTING OLD QUICKLY. 


It is believed that bank clerks have an ideal 
occupation. “ Most people are under the im- 
pression that the hours of attendance average 
five daily for five days of the week, and two 
hours on Saturday. : 

But such is not the case. In most offices the 
“ bankers,” as bank clerks prefer to call them- 
selves, arrive shortly after 9 a.m. They start 
work immediately in preparation for the days 
duties. When the door opens at 10 a.m. every- 
body is in readiness to attend to the bank's 
customers. Moreover, although the door closes 
at 3 p.m., it is often 5 p.m. before the bankers 
are free to loave. . 

The cashier -is the man who fills the most. 
onerous post. It is one of great responsibility. 
He commences the day’s business with his cash 
absolutely correct’ and arranged in perfect 
order. Notes, silver, and copper are so placed 
that he can put his band on any amount 
without any trouble. 

In branch offices the cashier pays drafts and 
receives lodgments. But in head offices there 
are several bankers to attend to these duties. 
On a busy day » cashier has a trying time. 
Customers are always in a hurry to be paid. 
They try to rush the unfortunate cashier. How- 
ever, he must not allow himself to be either 
rushed or flurried, otherwise he is liable te 
make mistakes. Many ay do not realise 
how embarrassing it is at first to work when 
several people are looking on; but bankers soon 
overcome their bashfulness in this respect. 

People are nearly always annoyed when a 
cashier to whom they are not known refuses 
to cash a cheque for them. But there is no 
use in protesting. The cashier must safeguard 
himself. He does not like to run the risk of 
paying out money on a cheque which may be 
returned later marked R.D., which means 
“Refer to Drawer.” Therefore, when the 
cashier looks at you as if you were a poténtial 
forger, do not be annoyed. However, if you 
can succeed in getting the manager to initial 
your cheque, the cashier will cash it for you.

Even more important is the provision fo 
be made for preserving order in Ireland 
between the departure of the troops and 
the establishment of the new police force 
of the Irish Free State. The little con 
versation on this subject between Mr 
Collins and Mr. Brugha at the close of the 
Dail meeting on Saturday has been read 
with satisfaction here, as showing that 
both parties are equally convinced of tly 
necessity of preserving peace. 

But it would be optimistic to suppose 
that after the events of the last few years 
the task is going to be altogether simple 
The many regrettable incidents that ha 
occurred during the truce are sufficient | 
show that there are dangerous elements in, 
Ireland which will not easily be hroughh 
under restraint.

| German Finance. 

Every day German finance seems to be 
plunging deeper into a Serbonian bog. Last 
week a new “record” was established by 
the Government's printing press. New notes 
to the amount of virtually 5,000, 000,000 
marks were issued, and the total value of 
the paper money in circulation has reached 
the stupendous sum of 122,000,000,000 
marks. This vast note issue has nothing 
behind it. It represents the reductio ad 
absurdum of the policy of inflation, which 
go many wiseacres have been urging the 
British Government to adopt. If the 
printing process is allowed to continue, 
Germany s currency will sink to the level 
of that of Poland, and the operation of 
Gresham’s Law will drive all healthy 
currency out of Európe. Clearly Mr. 
Lloyd George's economic conference is not 
being called a moment too soon. If the 
Allies are to make concessions to Germany 
in ‘regard to reparations, the printing of 
paper money must be stopped. Dr.

polls whether it wanted a republic or the Irish Free State ; on the other hand, it was 


"contended that the country had given its verdict, and that the majority must rule. 


Mr. Griffith described the motion as an attempt to wreck the Treaty.

with other deputies in complaining that it was unfair, because it opposed the personal 


populanty of Mr. de Valera, whom they all 


respected, to the Treaty. 


The motion was defeated by 60 votes to 58. 
Mr. Collins suggested that there should be a committee of public safety until the 


Provisional Government came’ into power.

“This was.evident at the meeting of Dail 


Kireann yesterday from the moment when 


the Speaker took the chair. 
On Saturday evening, after a discussion 
in public séssion lasting ten days, a vote 


was taken, and.a verdict of approval of 
> 


the Peace Agreement was given by a 
majority of seven. This majority was not 
large ; but, in the opinion of most people, 
it was adequate for the purpose. The 
approval of the Agreement was taken as 
a general acceptance by Dail Eireann of 
the projected Free State Government ; 
‘and, ipso facto, it meant the virtual dis- 
establishment of the Dail itself, 


RE-ELECTION. 

Yesterday morning it was clear that 
Mr. de Valera and those who voted with 
him in the minority did not, and ap- 
parently will not, accept that democratic 
decision. y 

Mr.: de Valera yesterday formally pre- 
sented his resignation to the Dail, as he 
had promised to do on Friday, but im- 
mediately afterwards he permitted him- 
self to be nominated for re-election ; and 
although questioned, was 
allowed by the Speaker to proceed. 

This. plan had evidently been deter- 
mined upon at the secret meeting of Mr. 
de Valera’s supporters at the Mansion 
House on Sunday. It was. a shrewd 
scheme; and very nearly proved success- 
ful. It threw the members of the Dail— 
er, rather, those who voted for the 
Treaty—into a complete dilemma by mak- 
ing the vote a personal one. Few, if any, 
of the members wished to add to the 
defeat which Mr. de Valera suffered on 
Saturday the further censure of voting 
against him personally, but those of them 
‘who'voted for the Treaty knew that, they 
must do this or stultify themselxes, - 

The alternative which was presented to 
them was that, if Mr. de Valera was re- 
-elected, the approval of the Treaty on 
Saturday became virtually nul] and void, 
since Mr. de Valera would, if recalled, re 
arrange his entire Cabinet and be em- 
powered to make any progress towards the 
setting up of the Free Statgpmpossible. 
The vote was, therefore, Y r. de Valera 
‘versus the Free State. VY 

It was not surprising that in the debate 
which ensued strong language was used. 
Men who had grown up to regard Mr. de 
Valera as the embodiment of all the 
struggle of the last three years complained 
that such a position: should be put up to 


them. There were angry interchanges, 


*and Mr. de Valera was urged to stand 


down. He was, however, adamant. The 
Dail, he said, must have a President. Let 
the other side put up their man and let 
it be a square fight. : 


NARROW MARGIN. 

In the result the Free State won, but 
only by the narrow majority of two votes. 
The scene during the taking of the vote 
was as tense and anxious as was that of 
@aturday evening. No one could say 
definitely how the voting would go, and it 
was with a sigh of profound relief that 
those present heard the figures announced 
by the Speaker. 

Even with this second verdict registered 
against them it does not appear that Mr. 
de Valera and his supporters are yet con- 
tent to accept the inevitable. It was only 
in a half-hearted way that Mr, de Valera 
afterwards promised his. help to carry on 


. the work. They will want us, he said in 


effect, and if they are going the right way 
we will be behind them. But presumably 
there is no question of the Republicans 
joining, as Mr, Collins urged them to join, 
in a joint committee of public safety or a 
joint committee to help to get through the 
preliminary Work of setting up the Free 
With regard to these preliminaries 
there appears to be much confusion. The 


next step, according to the Articles of 
Agreement, is the calling together of the 


representatives of the 26- Southern 
counties. Who is to be the convener of 
this bédy? Some authorities appear to 
think that the Clerk of the Crown and 


i Tianaper, on the authorisation of the Lord 


Lieutenant, would be the proper authority. 
The terms of the Agreement outline no 
specific arrangement, but it seems clear 


‘that Mr. Griffith, as chairman of the Irish

RESIGNATION. 


MR. DE VALERA EXPLAINS. 


The Speaker (Mr. John MacNeill) took the 
chair at 11.30 o'clock. 

Mr. de Valera at the outset said that in 
view of the vote taken on Saturday, which he 
had generally opposed as one that was tending 
to subvert the Republic, which he was elected 
to his present position to defend and main- 
tain, and as it appeared to him also to be a 
vote which would tend to subvért the indepen- 
dence of the country, he could no longer ocon- 
tinue, as he was beaten, in that his present 
office; and, feeling that he would not have the 
confidence of the House, he therefore wished 
to place his resignation in the hands of the 
assembly. 

He thought it was not necessary to add any 
further words in doing. so. He simply resigned 
his office and the responsfbilities of it, and the 
members of the Ministry and the Cabinet all 
went with his resignation. 

Answering the Speaker, Mr. de Valera said 
that as the State could not get on very well 
without someone at the head, he would suggest 
that the first business of the House would be 
to make arrangements for the continuance of 
the Government of the State. 

Mr. Michael Collins suggested that his pre- 
vious suggestion as to the forming of a Com- 
mittee be put to the House. His belief about 
the thing was this: that no one in the assembly 
or in Ireland wanted to be put into the position 
of opposing President de Valera. (Hear, hear.) 

The practical step, in his estimation, was tó 
form a committee, if necessary of both sides, 
for some kind of public safety, while on their 
side they could form their own committee to 
get on with the work. In his belief what he 
said in last December twelve months applied 
now-—to stop talking and get on with the work. 
(Hewr, hear.) 

“We are faced,” he declared, “with the 

blems of taking Ireland over from the Eng- 
ish, and they are faced with the problem of 
giving Ireland over to us. The difficulties on 
both sides will be pretty big, and it does not 
matter what happens so long as we are assured 
that we take over Ireland, and that the Eng- 
lish are going out of Ireland.” (Hear, hear.)

COMMITTEE OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 


His suggestion, as he had eaid, was that they 
form a committee of both sides if necossary, 
and that on their side they would form a com- 
mittee to arrange the detaila and do all the 
dirty work—(laughter)—all the difficult work. 
In other words, that they take upon themselves 
the burden of the practical difficulties, Prac- 
tical’ people would know what those difficulties 
were, and would understand them. They 
would try to do the best? they could. 

Mr. de Valera thought that they would have 
to proceed constitutionally in this matter.. He 
cou not take the’ final responsibility. He 
had given them his resignation. .They had got 
the sovereign assembly, which was the Govern- 
ment of the nation. That assembly. must 
choose ite executive according to ite constitu- 
tion and go ahead. 

Mr. Sean McEntee failed to see how that 
House could assent to the siggestion of the 
Minister of Finance. The formation of such a 
committee and participation in it of those 
members who opposed the Treaty would mean 
that they acknowledged and became a willing 
agent in subversion of the Republic for which 
they stood. 

Tt was absolutely and utterly unconstitu- 
tional. Either those who voted for the Treaty 
must now declare that they were going to pull 
down with their own hands the Republic which 
they helped to set up, or else they must stand 
with them, come back with them. and stand 
for the Republic. 

Mr. Arthur Griffith declared that that body, 
the representative body of Ireland, on Satur- 
day evening approved the Treaty. Ip doing so 
they expressed the will of the people. That 
approval was going to stand, and the will of 
the people was going to be maintained 

President de Valera had said that there was 


the Treaty. It had been constitutionally 
settled now, and nothing was going to prevent 
that vote from being carried out. and the 
pore from having their will expressed. (Hear. 
ear. 

Mr. Hughes said that since President de 
Valera had taken up the position not to have 
anything more to do with the Government, as 
far as that Government was concerned at the 
present time, and since the deputy for Mona- 
ghan said that he could not enter into any 
arrangement exeept on their own ideas, he 
thought the obvious thing for the House to do 
was t© appoint a Premier or somebody else to 
carry on, and try to get to work. 

There was no use in spending two or three 
days discussing this matter. The obvious 
thing was for the House to proceed to appoint 
someone who would carry on the work they did 
on Saturday. Whether it was for the good of 
Ireland remained to be seen. The thing was to 
go on. If they started to make speeches over 
this they would be there for three or four 
days more.

CONDITIONAL SUPPORT, 


OUTLINE OF POLICY NEEDED. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy would support the motion 
for the re-election of the President on one con- 
dition, and that was that he would tell them 
clearly that he had at last seen the error of 
his ways. (Hear, hear.) In any case, it was 
absolutely essential that the gentleman pro- 
posed as President should tell the people wh 
were to elect him exactly what his policy was: 

Mr. de Valera said that was a fair ques- 
tion. He regarded that House as the sovereign 
assembly and Parliament of the Irish nation. 
They had definitely called it the Government of 
the Irish Republics They needed an Executive 
there. The Executive must have the cénfidence 
of the House as a whole, not the whole, but at 
least the majority. 

If an Executive was beaten on a certain ques- 
tion it had to go out, and the other sido was 
the proper side to take Executive authorty, 
and they should have a definite poiicy. 

The Republic must exist until the people ars- 
established it, His position was distinctly this: 
A motion was taken which, in his opinion, 
tended to subvert the Republic. He should feel 
in his conscience compelled to take every step 
he possibly could to prevent that subversion; 
but he recognised at the present moment, not 
understanding what the ‘Treaty meant for 
them, the Irish people had been passing resolu- 
tions, and thought that the Treaty ehould be 
taken for the moment, 

He did not believe the Irish people would 
stand over it. In the meantime until they were 
consulted in a way in which it could ex- 
plained to them, the government of the coun- 
try must go on. He was quite mi to do 
everything he maos could to mainitain the 
independence of Ireland during the interval. 

Let the plenipotentianes or others proceed 
in getting the further stepe of the Treaty seen 
to, whatever further stepa they had to take, 
and they on their side would carry on their 
Dail Eireann. Let the resources of Dail 
Eireann be still there, vested in that House, the 
funds and everythi else, and let them be 
entitled to use thoin Ae the preservation of the 
independence of Ireland, and the maintenance 
of it, until euch time as the Irish people had 
decided otherwise, and not decided on a vague 
and indefinite thing like the terms of the agree- 
ment. ' 

When they had a definite thing euch as that 
to vote on then: the Irish Republic. could be 
disestablished if. the people wanted it. Until 
then they went ahead, that House, by a ma- 
jority, determining what ‘the policy definitely 
was to be, what any particular etep was to be. 

When the Irish people saw exactly how free 
they were going to be under that document, 
which was but a vague promise, and when they 
saw exactly what British authority they were 
going to rout in this country, they would have 
a definite issue to rate on, and not a question 
of An a it would be a Republic or that 

avy. 

Continuing, Mr. de Valera said that they had 
not yet passed any Act ratifying the Treaty; 
they had paseed a resolution of a val, which 
meant that those who suppo it would 
actively carry on and try to complete that 
Treaty.

He held that it was only. just and right that 
the President should be re-elected, and that the 
Government of the Republic should be in a 
position to maintain law and order in the 
country. 
' Mr. Sears (Mayo) reminded the House that 
they had on Saturday decided as between a 
Republic and a Free State, and that the latter 
was accepted and approved. The world, too 
would take that view of it. The House had 
been asked that morning to go on as if that 
decision had not been taken. Those who’ voted 
for the Treaty should go ón with the Govern- 
ment, and see what they could do. 

Mr. McEntee (Monaghan) rose to speak, and 
Mr. J. J. Walsh pointed out that it was his 
second speech that morning. 

Mr. McEntee—I am in opposition, J. J. 

Mr. Walsh—I am sorry that you have not 
resigned like a manly man. 

Mr. McEntee said that in view of a General 
Flection in England it was possible that the chief 
signatory to the agreement might be defeated, 
and then where would the hair be? It 
seemed to him that the proposal from the other 
side 'to set up & committee of publie safety was 
a disgraceful manÓmuvre to prevent the re- 
election of Mr. de Valera, and that they were 
already afraid of the consequences of their 
action.

A Government Committee, over which 
Mr. ‘Churchill presided, yesterday further 
considered various matters connected with 
the Irish settlement. - 

Among these are the removal of the 
British troops from Ireland, the amnesty 
and indemnity questions, various other 
matters connected with the setting-up of 
a Provisional Government in Ireland, and 
the ultimate submission of an Irish Bill 
to the House of Commons on all these 
matters. 

It will report to the Cabinet, 

It is expected that, as soon as a Pro- 
visional Government has been set up in 
Ireland, effect will be given to the recom- 
mendations of the Committee (presuming 
acceptance by the Cabinet) in regard to 
those phases of the question which can 
be dealt with before the Irish Bill is 
formed and presented. 

While nothing official is available as to 
the nature of the progress achieved yes- 
terday, it is learned that one object of 
the early meeting was to emphasise the 
Government’s desire to facilitate at the 
earliest possible moment a smooth and 
permanent settlement. 

During the last fortnight the Oom- 
mittee has explored many of the steps 
and measures necessary to that end, so 
that no time need be lost in transferring 
the necessary powers and responsibilities 
to Irish Ministers. 

Mr. Churchill last night authorised the 
issue of the following statement :—‘ The 
Cabinet Committee dealing with Irish 
affairs met to-day at noon, and will con- 
tinue in daily session,pending the arrival 
of the Irish representatives, with whom 
the arrangements for bringing the Irish 
Provisional Government into existence will 
be made.
